FLOOR SUBSTITUTE

INTRODUCED BY ALDERMAN FREEMAN BOSLEY 

An ordinance authorizing the Director of Streets to temporarily close the 4200 

block of Pleasant Avenue at the south line of Penrose Avenue and the 4100 

block of Pleasant at the north line of Penrose for a period of six months and 
containing an emergency clause. 

WHEREAS, the temporary closing of the 4100 and 4200 blocks of Pleasant 

Avenue at Penrose Avenue will enhance and increase the ability of the 
neighborhood adjacent to said street. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF ST. LOUIS AS 

FOLLOWS:  

SECTION ONE. The Director of Streets is hereby authorized to temporarily 

close the following streets: The 4200 block of Pleasant Avenue at the south line 

of Penrose Avenue for a period of six months, and the 4100 block of Pleasant at 

the north line of Penrose for a period of six months.  

SECTION TWO. This ordinance being deemed necessary for the immediate 

preservation of the public welfare, it is hereby declared to be an emergency 

measure and shall become effective immediately upon passage and approval by 

the Mayor.  
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
